WHAT  EDUCATION  IS 
Dr.  William  John  Coopery  fgdoral 
Commissioner  of  Education,  sums ’it  up 
in  a  138-word  definition:  Hero  it  is': 

Human  education  is  o  process  of  in¬ 
dividual  growth  and  development,  be¬ 
ginning  with  birth  and  ending  only 
with  death,  requiring  at  tho  onsot  much 
effort  on  tho  part  of  others  in  discov¬ 
ering  nourishing  and  directing  inherent 
potentialities,  but  at  overy  stage  de¬ 
manding  increasing  self-reliance  and 
self  control. 

During  this  entire  process  tho  in¬ 
dividual  learns  to  ohsorvo  and  analyzo 
his.  natural  environment,  to  modify  it 
to  his  needs,  and  to  adjust  himself  in¬ 
telligently  to  non-aJteraljljB  t  conditions, 
and  to  comprehend  tho  social  environ¬ 
ment  in  which  ho  finds  1  himself,  to 
understand  how  it  came  to  bo,  what  it 
is,  and  how  it  can  bo  changed,  and  to 
appreciate  tho  mutual  givo-and-tako 
character  of  human  associations  to  the 
end  that  ho  may  not  only  demand  his 
own  rights  and  opportunities,  but  also 
will  discharge  to  tho  full,  his  economic 
and  Social  obligations.

Lot  every  American,  overy  lover  of 
liberty,  every  well  wisher  to  Ins'  pos¬ 
terity.  swear  by  tho  blood  of  tho  Rovo 
lution  novor  to  violato  in  tho  least 
particular  tho  laws  of  tho  country,  and 
never  to  tolerate  their  violation  by 
others.  As  tho  patriots  of  sovonty-six ' 
died  to  support  the  Declaration  of  In¬ 
dependence,  so  to  tho  support  of  the 
Constitution  and  laws  lot  every  Ame¬ 
rican  plcdgo  his  life,  his  property  nnd 
his  sacred  honor.  Let  overy  man  re- 
member  that  to  violato  tho  law  is  to 
trainplo  on  the  blood  of  his  father, 
and  to  tour  tho  charter  of  his'  own  and 
his  children's  liberty.

ting  on  the  cooking  school,  as  had  it 
not  boon  for  their  assistance  it  would 
have  boon  impossible  to  have  had  tho 
school. — Maryvlllo  Daily  Forum. 

PUBLIC  OE  PRIVATE  SCHOOLS 

Contrary  to  curront  conception,  Mr. 
Loonard  V.  Koos  of  tho  Dopartmont  of 
Education,  tho  University  of  Chicago, 
finds  that  public  school  students  are 
almost  consistently  superior  to  tho  pri¬ 
vate  school  group.  Ho  says,  "When 
studonts  aro  measured  by  sox,  collogo 
aptitudo,  and  ago,  tho  measures  for 
studonts  from  public  high  schools  aro 
strikingly  superior  to  those  for  stud¬ 
ents  from  all  private  schools  combined.  ’  ’ 

THE  CHARACTER  PHASE 

Wo  aro  not  to  supposo  that  character 
education  in  tho  schools  is  a  now  thing. 
Dofininto,  formal  instruction  in  ethical 
principles  and  practices  is  comparative¬ 
ly  rocont.  But  a  sound  character  has 
boon  a  common  by-product  of  tho 
schools  wherovor  those  have  boon  in 
charge  of  truo  and  inspiring  teachors. 

No  doubt  our  schools  still  havo  much 
to  learn  about  tho  technique  of  char¬ 
acter  building.  But  thoy  have  done  a 
great  deal  along  that  lino  oven  with 
technique  undeveloped. — Anson  W.  Bol¬ 
ding,  in  Journal  of  Education. 

DEPRESSION  AND  SCHOOLS 

Many  of  tho  gains  mado  by  tho 
schools  during  tho  past  docado  will  bo 
lost  unless  tho  American  people  adopt 
tho  policy  of  lotting  children  be  the- 
last  to  suffer  from  tho  prosont  depres¬ 
sion. 

In  ono  state  it  is  soriously  proposed  | 
to  close  the  doors  of  every  school  for  a 
year.  Another  stato  has  just  voted 
away  its  fundamental  tax  provision  for 
schools  without  substituting  any  other 
means  of  support. 

It  is  proposed  in  othor  places  to  re¬ 
duce  the  length  of  tho  school  torm. 
Classes  aro  being  increased  in  sizo  until 
thoy  cannot  be  handled  effectively; 
appropriations  for  teaching  and  equip- ; 
ment  are  being  reduced — tho  sorviees , 
of  tho  schools  weakoned.  ,  | 

At  no  time  in  tho  history  of  our1 
nation  has  tho  unifying  and  stabilizing 


influonco  of  the  Schools  been  so  groatly 
noodod.  Upon  tho  schools  tho  nation 
depends  largely  for  developing  loyalty 
to  tho  institutions  and  principles  of 
American  government. 

Tho  schools  promoto  loyalty  to  Amo- 
rienn  idoals.  Thoy  teach  rcspoct  for  law 
nnd  tho  Constitution,  admiration  for 
our  great  national  heroes,  and  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  tho  nation’s  strugglos  for  freo- 
dom  and  independence.  Thoy  mako  our 
divorso  peoples  ono. 

Thoy  dovolop  tho  vocational  skills 
which  aro  necessary  to  fit  our  citizons 
to  tho  new  conditions  and  domnnds  of 
industry.  They  foster  the  ideals  and 
iinbits  of  character  which  aro  needed 
to  meet  tho  peculiar  temptations  and 
conditions  of  today’s  life. 

Educational  loaders  fool  that  it  would 
bo  a  groat  mistako  at  this  critical  per¬ 
iod  to  weaken  tho  sorviees  of  tho  insti¬ 
tution  upon  which  wo  must  rely  in 
largo  moasuro  to  correct  tho  adverse 
conditions  which  now  oxist  among  our 
people. — N.  E.  A.  Journal.

in  that  there  is  a  right  smart  of  jump¬ 
ing  in  it.

Supt.  G.E.Dille 
Gives  Line  on 
Detroit  Meeting 

Obillfcotho  School  Ohlof  Givos  Not  os 
From  Speeches  Heard  at  Detroit. 
Carried  In  “Topics.” 


Recently  fifteen  thousand  educators 
met  in  Detroit  to  discusB  tho  education 
problems  of  a  nation.  Tho  gonoral 
tlicino  of  tho  Convention  waS  “Work¬ 
ing  Togethor  for  tho  Children  of  Ame¬ 
rica.  ’ 1 

The  following  quotations,  given  by 
Superintendent  G.  E.  Dillo  of  Chilli- 
cotho,  are  oxcorpts  from  speeches  made 
at  tho  Detroit  Convention  of  tho  De¬ 
partment  of  Superintendence  of  the 
National  Education  Association: 

Never  in  tho  history  of  tho  world 
has  there  been  a  groator  opportunity 
for  scrvico  to  childhood  through  ci- 
opurativc  education  thnn  today.  Wo  are 
agreed  that  cooperation  between  home 
and  school  is  .not  only  desirable  but 
fundamental.  Each  must  recognizo  the 
field  of  influence,  of  tho  otlior;  each 
must  reulizo,  tho  authority  of  the  other 
within  a  certain,  radius;  .yet  both  must 
realize  the  interdependence  of  one  upon 
tho  other  for  a  unified  program  of  edu¬ 
cation.  How  aro  wo  to  get  that  unity? 

If  tho  schools  are  to  realize  the 
creative  abilities  of  the  child  tho  home 
must  bo  shown  how  to  avoid  repres¬ 
sions.  If  schools  aro  to  teach  Homo  Ec¬ 
onomics  the  home  must  know  how  to 
expand  tliot  program  in  homo  circles. 
Schools  teach  hygiene  and  physical  ed¬ 
ucation,  but  their  influence  is  in  many 
instances  neutralized  by  poor  health 
habits  in  the  home.  Even  tho  skills  and 
techniques  of  a  formal  type  need  to  be 
interpreted  to  tho  parents,  that  thoy 
may  becomo  effective. 

Vocational  guidance  today  concerns 
parents'  even  moro  than  teachers;  teach¬ 
ers  need  the  interpretation  of  the 
child's  aptitudes  and  attitudes  as  Bhown 
in  tho  home,  as  well  as  the  school. 
Their  data  is  not  complete  without  it. 
Parents  want  their  children  to  be 
happy  and  effective;  thoy  want  to  be 
sure  they  aro  ready  for  economic  inde¬ 
pendence. — Mrs.  Hugh  Bradford,  Presi¬ 
dent  National  Congress  of  Parents  and 
Toacehrs. 


Pioneer  Days

It  was  a  tiresome  task,  Mr.  Cook 
explained,  to  sit  for  a  long  timo  and 
hold  his  hands  out  in  front  of  him 
whilo  his  mother  wound  yarn  around 
thorn  using  them  as  a  spindlo  to  koop 
tho  ball  of  yarn  straight. 

Mr.  Cook  concluded  his  discussion  of 
his  porsonal  life  in  Nodaway  county 
with  tho  words  of  tho  poot  Wads- 
!  worth;  “Each  timo  I  return  to  tho  old 
homostoad  I  can  but  reflect  whon  I 
observo  undor  what  conditions  my  fa¬ 
ther  and  mother  lived — what  self-de¬ 
nials  and  sacrifices  thoy  mado  in  ordor 
that  my  conditions  in  life  might  bo 
hotter  than  was  thoirs.” 

“So  I  too  feel  tho  same,”  Mr., Cook 
said,  "and  to  you  I  throw  out  tho  chal¬ 
lenge.'' 

Historical  data  usod  by  Mr.  Cook  in 
his  talk  was  gathorod  from  tho  “His¬ 
tory  of  Nodaway  County.”  Tho  infor¬ 
mation  usod  is  as  follows: 

Tho  first  settlement  in  Nodawny 
county  was  effected  in  tho  Spring  of 
1839  and  tho  honor  bolongs  to  Isaac 
Hogan,  a  native  of  Tennossoo.  Ho 
pitched  his  tent  near  tho  pure  waters 
of  what  for  many  years  has  boon  called 
Brown’s  Spring  jusft  South  of  tho  vil¬ 
lage  of  Graham  in  Hughes  Township. 
Near  this  tonting  spot  Mr.  Hogan 
built  Ills  log  cabin,  which  was  tho  ear¬ 
liest  ovidonco  of  a  white  man’s  civil¬ 
isation  in  what  is  now  called  Nodaway 
eounty. 

Early  in  tho  Spring  of  1840,  Hiram 
Hall  sottlod  on  a  tract  of  land  some 
eight  mllos  Bouth  of  Maryville.  He

mental  agencies  to  educational  opera¬ 
tions,  scientific  studios  of  education, 
and  psychological  studies  of  emotional 
and  intellectual  lifo.

A  whlto  man  by  tho  namo  of  Wood¬ 
cock  sottled  on  a  Small  pioco  of  land 
on  tho  east  sido  of  Whitocloud  just  oast 
of  Hall’s  claim.

In  1840,  a  small  company  of  whlto 
mon  from  Kentucky  pitched  their  tent 
on  tho  east  bank  of  tho  Nodaway 
Itivor  in  what  is  now  Lincoln  Town-, 
ship.  Late  in  tho  fall  of  1840  Col. 
onol  I.  N.  Prather,  a  wealthy  Kentuck¬ 
ian  from  Mercer  county  locatod  eight  | 
miles  Bouthwest  of  tho  present  town  ofi 
Maryville.  j 

From  tho  boginning  of  1830  till  late 
in  tho  fall  of  1840,  there  woro  perhaps 
not  moro  than  six  permanent  settlors  in 
tho  territory  now  known  as  Nodaway  ' 
county.  In  1882  .only  ono,  of  these  set¬ 
tlors  was  living.  Ho  witnessed  tho  com¬ 
ing  of  tho  mighty  tido  of  emigrants 
which  so  rapidly  settled  tho  plains  and 
valleys  of  Nodaway  county.  | 

To  him  theso  forty  years  had  wrought 
wondorful  changes.  Yet  how  much  moro 
marvolouB  would  have  been  tho  chango 
had  ho  boon  permitted  to  witness  tho 
noxt  40  yonrS  bonce.  It  has  boon  our 
privilege  to  watch  tho  grand  transfor¬ 
mation  which  has  unfolded  sinco  thnt 
timo. 

Tho  early  comers  to  this  country,  in 
common  with  other  Western  counties, 
wero  poor  people.  Hence  cnBto  and  class 
wero  seldom  known — all  wore  equal — 
nil  working  for  tho  samo  objoct — the 
establishment  of  a  homo  on  the  western 
frontier,  which  now  is  within  tho  heart 
and  garden  spot  of  tho  Middlo  West. 

Bough  and  rude  though  tho  Surround¬ 
ings  may  liavo  been,  tho  frontiersmen 
wore  nono  the  less  honest,  sincere,  hos¬ 
pitable  and  kind  in  their  relations.  It 
is  truo  as  a  rule,  and  of  universal 


application,  thnt  there  is  a  great  degree 
of  real  humanity  among  tho  pionoer 
classes  of  any  country  than  thoro  is 
whon  tho  country  bocomes  old  and  rich 
and  people  live  elbow  to  elbow.  If 
thoro  is  a  lack  of  refinement,  that 
absence  is  moro  than  compensated  in 
tho  prosenco  of  generous  hearts  and 
truthful  lives.  They  aro  bold,  enter¬ 
prising  and  honest.  And  generally 
speaking,  they  arc  earnest  thinkcrB  and 
possessed  of  a  diversified  fund  of  use¬ 
ful  practical  information. 

It  might  be  interesting  to  relato  that 
tho  first  mill  wns  built  on  the  One- 
Hundrcd-nnd-Two  Bivcr  in  1840  by 
Wm.  A.  Cox,  who  cumo  from  Ohio.  It 
was  erected  eight  miles  south  of  pres¬ 
ent  Maryville,  at  a  place  lator  •  called 
Bridgewater.  Tho  machinery  for  this 
mill  was  brought  from  St.  Louis  via 
the  Missouri  river.  It  was  a  frame 
structure  ono  story'  high  and  had  a 
grinding  capacity  of  150  busliold  a  day. 

Amos  Graham,  camo  from  Washing¬ 
ton  County,  Kentucky,  in  1845,  and 
built  a  log  house  near  tho  sito  of  the 
present  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
South.  It  wns  for  hiB  wife  Mary  that 
tho  town  was  named  Maryville,  she 
having  been  tho  first  white  woman  to 
reside  in  the  town.

We  havo  had  education  for  Bymmotrical 
development,  for  virtuous  living,  for 
the  good  lifo,  for  vocational  efficiency, 
for  ethical  character,  and  finally,  for 
good  citizenship.  Tho  need  felt  by  the 
Persian  to  teach  his  boy  “to  ride,  to 
shoot,  and  to  speak  the  truth,”  finds 
its  counterpart  today  in  tho  injunction 
laid  upon  us  by  some  of  our  contem¬ 
porary  thinkers  to  teach  our  boys  how 
to  bo  good  citizens  in  a  democratic 
community. — Thomas  W.  Gosling,  Sup^ 
crintondont,  Akron,  Ohio.

And, 
“young  ladies  will  not  bo  permitted  to 
correspond  with  any  young  gentleman, 
without  a  writton  request  from  the 
parents  to  the  president.” 

Aged  Woman  Retires 
from  Newspaper  Work 

Marshall,  Mo. — A  flood  of  congratu¬ 
lations  and  messages  of  affectionate 
regard  poured  in  upon  Mrs.  J.  M.  Pat¬ 
terson,  “tho  first  newspaper  woman 
west  of  tho  Mississippi,”  as  she  sent 
in  her  last  copy  to  tho  Marshall  Demo¬ 
crat-News  from  her  room  at  home 
on  Wednesday,  February  18. 

On  tho  date  she  laid  down  her  pen¬ 
cil,  pushed  back  her  copy  paper,  had 
her  tolephono  removed  and  from  now 
on  sho  will  let  some  one  elso  write  up 
tho  weddings,  tho  deaths,  social  events 
and  the  other  happenings.  She  lias 
made  up  her  mind  to  rest  “from  now 
on.”  Tho  reason  for  selecting  Wednes¬ 
day,  February  18,  as  to  time  to  quit  her 
newspaper  work  in  which  sho  hnB  boon 
engaged  for  moro  than  51  years  is  that 
on  that  day  she  was  ninety  years  old. 

Mrs.  Patterson’s  pencil  has  written 
kindly  items  about  the  folks  of  Marsh¬ 
all  for  throe  generations.  She  has  chron¬ 
icled  the  weddings  of  grandmother,  mo¬ 
ther  and  daughter  all  in  the  same  fam¬ 
ily,  and  lias  written  obituaries  of  many 
of  her  friends  whose  births  sho  record¬ 
ed  years  before. 

“I  am  not  quitting  because  I  am 
tired  of  the  work,”  bIio  wrote,  “but  on 
account  of  my  increasing  deafness, 
which  makes'  it  difficult  to  get  news 
over  the  telephone.”  Sho  quotes  the 
following  poem,  which  sho  clipped 
many  years  ago,  and  saved:

A  littlo  less  anxious  to  have  our  way, 

A  littlo  less  ready  to  scold  and  blame, 
A  littlo  more  caro  for  a  brother’s  name; 
And  so  wo  are  nearing  our  journey’s

A  little  more  zest  for  tho  days  of  old, 
A  broader  view  and  saner  mind, 

And  a  little  moro  love  for  all  mankind, 
And  so  wo  are  faring  a-down  the  way, 
That  leads  to  the  gates  of  a  hotter  day. 

A  little  more  lovo  for  tho  friends  of 
youth, 

A  little  loss  zeal  for  established  truth, 

A  littlo  more  charity  in  our  views, 

A  littlo  less  thirst  for  tho  daily  news; 
And  so  wo  aro  folding  our  tents  away 
And  passing  in  silence  at  close  of  day. 

A  little  moro  leisure  to  sit  and  dream, 
A  littlo  more  real  tho  thingd  unseen.

With  vision  of  those  long  loved  and 
dead;

Trip  Beneath  Ice 

In  tho  Kansas  City  Star  of  Sunday, 
March  8,  tliero  appeared  a  story  of  tho 
wonders  which  would  bo  in  uso  on  tho 
submarine  Nautilus,  the  craft  which 
will  take  tho  Wilkins-Ellsworth  Trans- 
Artie  expedition  in  tho  proposed  trip 
across  tho  ocean  beneath  tho  ico  from 
Spitzeiibcrgcn  to  Alaska  by  way  of 
tiio  North  Polo.  The  trip  will  be  made 
this  summer. 

Lieutenant  Commander  Sloan  Dan- 
enhowor  says  that  the  craft  described 
by  Jules  Vorno  in  bis  “Twenty  Thou¬ 
sand  Leagues  Under  tho  Sea,”  was 
truly  a  very  wonderful  ship,  but  the 
modern  Nautilus,  a  former  navy  sub¬ 
marine  reconditioned  and  refitted  es¬ 
pecially  for  tho  cruise  beneath  the 
Artie  ico,  is  fully  as  wonderful  and 
even  more  so  in  many  ways. 

Tho  submarine  has  many  safety  de¬ 
vices  to  nullify  dangers  of  tho  North 
Pole  undor-ice  region.  Tho  craft  has 
a  bumper  to  lessen  the  shock  in  a 
head-on  collision.  It  has  a  now  diving 
compartment,  Tho  conning .  towor  has 
been  protected  by  a  slcd-runnor  deck 
built  on  top  of  the  old  superstructure.
